She graciously but firmly refused 
to discuss politics. She stated, 
however, that both she and Mr. 
Bricker have been greatly pleased 
at the reception they have been 
receiving here in California. 

When I asked her if there 
was anything she would care to 
say to college students she re- 
plied, ‘“‘Now is the time for all 
college students to begin to con- 
sider the matter of politics. They 
must soon decide which party 
they think right, and to do this 
means they must listen to both 
sides before they try to make a 
choice.” ;

The Dons were swept off their 
feet by the Bruins, as the Bru- 
babes countered twice before the 
fans had settled in their seats. 

The Bruins took the opening 
kickoff, and without relinquishing 
the ball, drove 66 yards in seven 
plays. Lyle Palmer, fleet-footed 
Bruin back raced the final 20 
yards for the first score. 

A few minutes later, Palmer re- 
turned a Pickering punt 21 yards 
to the Don 44. Palmer picked up 
14 on a reverse, 5 on an end 
around, 6 on an off-tackle smash, 
and reversed to Brown’ who 
bounced off several Don tacklers 
to the 10, from where Barnes 
dashed 10 yards for the score.
